PAWPAW — The presence 


of a "mystery rider" in one of 
the trucks involved in a head- 
on crash-explosion on Rt- 30 
six miles east of Rt.

It was rumored that a rider was 


seen in the rab of the Denver to 
Chicago semi-trailer truck driven 
by Howard Collins, Chicago, when 
Collins stopped at the intersection 
of Rts.

crash. Collins was trapped in the 
cab of the truck and his body was 
nearly incinerated in the follow- 
ing gasoline fire. 


Sees No Passenger 


At the inquest this morning 


Clem Greenwood, an attendant at 
the Zimmer service 
station 
at 


Rts. 52 and 30, said that Collins 
stopped at his station to have his 
windshield cleaned and that there 
was no one in the cab with him. 


George Edwards, Lee, one of the 


two eye witnesses, testified that 
he vvas driving east on Rt. 30 
near the Merntt Risetter 
farm 


when the east bound Collins truck 
passed him. 


He said that although 
appar- 


ently there was plenty of room, 
Collins never pulled back into his 
own lane and collided head-on with 
the westbound semi driven by El- 
mer T. Hoversten, Alden, la. Hov- 
resie*n was thrown from his truck 
but died of skull fractures. 


Drove to Shabbona 


Edwards said that he stopped 


momentarily at the scene of the 
crash and tried to use the tele- 
phone at the Risetter home but it 
was out of order. Then he drove 
on to Shabbona and reported the 
crash and called the fire depart- 
ment. 


Robert Lovett, truck driver, of 


Milan, 111., was driving west and 
passed the Hoversten truck be- 
fore the crash. He testified that 
he looked in the rearview mirror 
and thought he saw Hoversten go 
out of control. He admitted, how- 
ever, that this view 
could have 


been confused by vibration ^of his 
rearview mirror. 


Closes Inquiry 


State Officer Donald Sachs. Ash-

today with police admitting they were baffled by her disappearance. 


Officers from border to border have been alerted to watch all 


points of entry into the state and particularly roads leading Into Mexico 
where some think she may be headed. 


"We have no clues," Sheriff L. 


O, Rni«>» nf Maricopa county stat- 
ed, "and none of the usual tips 
received have panned out." 


Winnie Ruth, 48, dubbed the "Ti- 


ger Woman" after she killed two 
wonr»,n and dismembered their 
bodies in 1931, has eluded capture 
since escaping from the state hos- 
pital for insane Saturday night 


Slides Down Rope 


She opened a third story tower 


window In her ward, slid down a 
48 foot rope improvised from re- 
straining straps and disappeared 
in the night Police are 
still 


checking reports she fled in a dark 
colored sedan waiting outside the 
nine-foot 
fence. 


barbed wire 
hospital 


It was her fifth escape from the 


institution. 


Dr. M. W. Conway, director of 


the hospital, said: 


"About a week ago we receiv- 


ed a tip that Mrs. Judd was going; 


to get outside help to make an- 
other escape." he said. "We put 
a special guard outside the ward. 
He stayed there three nights be- 
fore we decided it was just an- 
other rumor and took the guard 
off." 
Dr. Conway said he was sure the 


missing woman had some friends 
who would go to any lengths to 
help her, including aiding her to 
break out of the hospital. 


Winnie Ruth, an attractive nurse 


before the twin killing, was con- 
victed of shooting Agnes Ann Le 
Roi and Hcdvig Samuclson Oct 16, 
1931. 
Their dismembered bodies 


were shipped to Los Angeles in a 
trunk and suitcase. 
A peculiar 


odor in the baggage room of the 
railway station led to their discov- 
ery. 


Mrs. Judd was caught and sent- 


enced to hang. She was declared 
insane in 1933 only 72 houn be- 
fore the time for execution.

— Morris held what he described 
as "my last press conference un- 
til I have something to announce." 


He asserted that if his investi- 


gation turns up irrpfpi'TUips, that 
fact will be promptly announced. 


Morris was greeted in his new 


office by Attorney General Mc- 
Grath, who appointed him last Fri- 
day as his special assistant for the 
proposed government cleanup 


Morns later told reporters Louis 


E. Yavner, former New York City 
commissioner of investigation, will 
join him here tonight to organize 
the investigative work. 


Shocked at Charges 


Morris appeared shocked when 


newsmen told him that there had 
been some implication in congres- 
sional criticism of his appointment 
that he may have profited person- 
ally from surplus tanker deals 
which have been under investiga- 
tion. 


"Do they really get that low 


around here?" Morris asked.

S. D., was sentenced to two con- 
current life terms for arnved rob- 
bery and kidnaping for ransom. In 
a letter with a petition for post- 
conviction hearing filed Jan. 11, 
Bishop wrote: 


"Admits Guilt" 


"Petitioner does not deny he Is 


guilty of armed robbery and is not 
complaining of the one year to life 
sentence imposed by the court Jan. 
23,1951, when he was returned for 
rescntcncing. However, petitioner 
contends he is serving life sentence 
for kidnaping for ransom when he 
has not committed such offense." 


In denying Bishop's petition for 


a post-conviction hearing Judge 
Bracken ruled, "It it the opinion of 


the court that the petitioner is 
guilty of armed robbery and also 
kidnaping which seems to be fully 
substantiated by the record and 
the court is not interested in peti- 
tioner's aesthetic taste. He does 
not mind having been sentenced 
from one year to life for armed 
robbery but apparently dislikes the 
sound of having been sentenced for 
kidnaping."

When they file that return they 


must pay their social security tax 
plus any income they owe. Their 
social security tax is based on their 
net earnings — total income minus 
business deductions — from 
self- 


employment. 


They use two forms in making 


their return: 
1. On a separate form, Schedule C, 
starting on line 25, they answer 
questions about their self-employ- 
ment income to find their social 
security tax. 


2. Then on form 1040 — page 1, 


line 5 — under (a) they say -what 
their 1951 income tax is and un- 
der (b) they show their social se- 
curity tax. They add the two to- 
gether and pay what's owed. 


Law Includes More 


Millions of self-employed people, 


but not all, came under social se 
curity coverage Jan. 1, 1951, as a 
result of a change in the law by 
congress late in 1950 to include 
more people. 


All through 1951 wage-earn- 


ers were paying a social security 
tax on the first 53,600 of their pay. 
It was regularly withheld from 
their wages. 
The self-employed 


people didn't have to pay any so- 
cial security tax last year. 


Now, though, the self-employed 


must pay in a lump sum whatever 
social security tax they owe for 
all 12 months of 1951. 
The tax 


on them is 2>/i per cent on the 
first $3,600 of their net income. 


(Note: No one has to pay so- 


cial security tax on less than 
$400 of selm-employed income). 


So wage-earners and self-cm- 


ployed both pay the social security 
tax on their first $3,600. But—

during 1951 some people were self- 
employed only part of the time. 
The rest of the time they earned 
wages from which the social se- 
curity tax was withheld. 


What do they do now? if, as 


wage-earners, they got $3,600 in 
pay from which social security tax 
was withheld, they're paid up for 
the year as wage-earners and do 
not owe any tax for the income 
earned while self-employed, no 
matter what their self-employ- 
men income was. 


Split Problems 


But then came split problems. 


Jones earned $2,000 in wages and 
$5,000 from self-employment. What 
does he do? 


Since no one pays the tax on 


more than the first §3,600 of his 
ncome, Jones subtracts his $2,000 
n wages from $3,600 in self-em- 
?loyed income, and finds he still 
owes social security tax on $1,600 
of self-employed income. So he 
pays a 2% per cent tax on $1,600. 


But, 
since there's no social se- 


curity tax on less than $400 of 
self-employed income, a case like 
his might arise: 


Smith had $3,300 in wages, from 


which tax was withheld, plus $300 
n self-employed income, giving 
him a total income of $3,600. Since 
lis self-employed income was less 
nan $400, he pays no tax on that 
1300. 


Limited to Tax 


In his case, however, his social 


security tax for 1951 was limited 
o the tax withheld from his $3,300 
n wages. 


But when congress broadened 


he social security law, it still ex- 
luded some people from its cover- 
,ge. The following are not covered 
y the law and so do not have to 
>ay a social security tax: 


Public officials, railroad work- 
rs, ministers and priests, doctors, 
awyers, osteopaths, dentist's, vet- 
rinarians, chiropractors, naturo- 
aths, optometrists, Christian Sci- 
nce practitioners, architects, cer- 
ified public accountants, accounts 
egistered or licensed as account- 
nts under state or city laws, full- 
me practicing public accountants, 
uneral directors, professional en- 
ineers. 
Unless you're a real estatet 
rokcr you can't iincludc your net 
arnings, for the purpose of the 
elf-employment tax, any rentals 
•ou receive from real estate. Nor 
an you include income derived 
rom the business of farming. 


And, 
unless you're a dealer in 


ccurities, you can not include 
ntcrcst and dividends from securi- 
cs as self-employed income.

Made a Fortune on Broadway

NEW YORK — (AP)—Glorified 


lam is a standard commodity on 
the Broadway stage. 


But Arthur Maiscl has founded 


a fortune in the midtown glitter 
belt by glorifying it in a national 
dish—ham and eggs. His is a 
story of showmanship in food. 


Ten years ago Maisel was a 


radio salesman, worried that war- 
.ime shortages would put him out 
of work. He dropped into a broad- 
vay restaurant and ordered some 
ham and eggs. 


"By the time they got to me 


hey were cold," he said. "That 
lad happened to me a lot of 
imes. I got to wondering why. 


"I was a kind of a gourmet. 


So I went home and experimented 
in my own kitchen. I found that 
f I served them in the skillet they 
vere cooked in they stayed hot." 


Sold in Skillets 


With 5900 he had saved and 
,200 he borrowed Maiscl opened 
i restaurant on Broadway—spe- 
ializing in ham and eggs served 
n shorthandled, gleaming stain- 
ess steel skillets hot from the 
ire. The only other things on the 
menu were coffee and deep dish 
pies. 


But the Broadwayites came In 


lordcs. These homeless sophisti- 
cates like the homey touch of 
:ating out of a skillet. 


Today Maiscl has six colorful 


restaurants 
in 
mid-Manhattan, 


grosses $4,000,000 a year, plans a 
national chain of ham-and-egg- 
eries. He has now expanded his 
menu to include other standard 
dishes such as steak, potatoes and 
onions. 


"I aim at a forgotten mass mar- 


ket—the white collar class," he 
said. "They are the people who 
want a good American dinner 
under 52." 


Buys From Source 


Maisel says he can produce this 


by buying his supplies from the 
source instead of through middle- 
men. 
The 125,000 customers he 


serves each week consume 144,000 
eggs, three tons of ham, two car- 
loads of potatoes, two carloads of 
onions, and four-and-a-half tons of 
beef. 


Maisel made money so fast It 


began to bother him. 
He was 


proud of his financial success—he 
still is—but he felt that a grow- 
ing bank account didn't Justify a 
man's being alive. 


One day a garage attendant told 


him of a brother who was in 
prison and eligible for parole— 
"if he only had a job." 


Maiscl investigated, 
arranged 


for a job, got the man freed. The 
incident got him interested in 
prison welfare, and it has become 
almost a second career with him. 
He has helped free and find jobs 
for some 50 convicts.

Commit Another Militia 
Division in War, See Pattern 


WASHINGTON. (APJ — The 


commitment of a second National 
Guard division to the Korean front 
for battle experience raised .the 
question today of whether similar 
policy might be allowed for some 
of five other guard or regular 
army outfits in the United States. 


Over the weekend, the Far East 


command in Tokyo announced that 
elements of the 40th National 
Guard division of California are 
in action. The 45th of Oklahoma 
went into the line several weeks 
ago. 


Occupation Duty 


Both divisions had been in Japan 


since last spring on occupation 
and training duty. The 45th re- 
lieved the regular army's First 
Cavalry division, one of the first 
units to engage the enemy in the 
Korean war. The 1st Cavalry re- 
turned to Japan. 


It seemed probably the 40th is 


to replace one of the regular di- 
visions in action. . 


The major reasons for the troop 


rotation is to give divisions actual 
combat experience. 


In the United States now are 


three regular army dix'isions with 
no combat experience since World 
War II. Most of their personnel 
are new to military service. They 
are the 82nd Airborne at Ft. 
Bragg, N.C., the 1st Armored at 
Fort Hood, Tex., and the llth 
Airborne at Ft. Campbell, Ky. The

division 
returned 
from 


Japanese occupation duty a few 
months before outbreak of the 
Korean war. 


Four in U.S. 


In addition to the three regular 


divisions, the army has or will 
have in the next couple of weeks 
a total of four National Guard 
divisions in the United States. Two 
of these—the 31st of Alabama- 
Mississippi and the 47th of Min- 
nesota-North Dakota—have been 
training, equipping and bringing 
their, manpower up to the author- 
ized 18,000 strength for the last 
year. Presumably they are now 
manned, equipped and trained to 


the point where they could be used 
for overseas duty. 


44th Dim 


The two otlier guard divisions 


are the 37th of Ohio and the 44th 
of Illinois. The 37th went on 
federal duty only two weeks ago 
The 44th is preparing to enter 
active federal duty about Feb. 15. 
Normally, it takes from eight 
months to a year to bring guard 
divisions up to full 
strength,

Defeated Russia Would Pose 
Whole New Set of Problems 


*»£; 
"^l Even the most cheerful among our prophets concede that 
-#ar between the West and Soviet Union might happen some 
day in spite of all effort to prevent it. 


_._-. Suppose that it should. The general assumption is that 
Iwe would win it, provided, naturally that we were able to 
bring to bear the full weight of our economic might. 


Somehow the notion has got about that if war did come 


and we managed to emerge victorious, our troubles would 
be behind us. The theory seems simple enough. Russian 
Communists are to blame for the cold war and attendant 
evils. If Chey're eliminated, the woes they have thrust upon 
the world ought to vanish, too. 


Yet it's likely this would be only partly true. There would 


be certain specific gains, indeed- We would be rid of Stalin 
and his most effective contemporaries, together with the 
frightful structure of terror they call the Communist gov- 
ernment. 


But what would fill the void? What kind of govern- 


ment? What leaders? 


It is well understood that the West, chiefly the United 


States, would have to occupy Russia for many years, gradu- 
ally establishing a new Russian government and pointing it 
toward ultimate freedom and independence. The magnitude 
of the task would be staggering. 


Russia is a nation of more .than 200 million people, 


stretching 6000 miles wide, and in all, covering a sixth of 
the earth's surface. Merely to police it adequately would 
take an army of considerable size. 


Worse than that, the people of the Soviet Union have 


known nothing but communism for more than 30 years, and 
even before the Bolshevik Revolution they had gained but 
the feeblest experience with democracy as the czars grudg- 
ingly gave ground. 


Furthermore, it is the nature of communism to destroy 


systematically all competing loyalties, whether in religion, 
ep'cial groups, labor unions or whatever. So the people in 
Russia today are literally a shapeless mass. Take away Com- 
munist organization and there is nothing. 
_. To build a new government upon this marshy soil would 
tax the imagination of the most brilliant practitioners of 
statecraft. 


Does anyone suppose the Russians would quickly and 


automatically embrace democracy as they threw off the

Club, with aoout 11 to 15 mem- 
bers meeting once a week. What 
do you suggest as a method of 
playing progressive Canasta ?" 


Your first problem is to settle 


which pairs play together as part- 
ners at any particular session. If 
you can prepare a list of partner- 
ships to make sure they change 
each time. This is moie fup than 
having people play with the same 
partneis each time. 


If the players sometimes show 


up and sometimes stay away, 
which is the usual case, you can't 
follow a prepared list. The simplest 
method is to shuffle a single deck 
of cards and deal out one card to 
each player. The two highest cards 
form one partnership; the next 
two form another partnership; and 
so on, down the list. 


Let's suppose you end up with 


three tables of Cunasta. It doesn't 
matter how tables are arranged, 
because with only six pairs you 
ivn work it so that each pair plays 
against each of the other five 
pairs. 


Give each pair a number, from 


one to six. At the first table, pair 
six plays against pair one, then 
against pair two, then against 
pair three, and so on. At the other 
two tables, the arrangement for 
the five rounds is:

Wives and Children of American Servicemen Flocking 


to Germany Despite Danger of War

GODESBURG, Rhine—The Eisenhower boom and the jumbled 


events on this side of the water add up to no shapely con- 
clusion. Eisenhower and all the generals of this strange command 
insist that the so-called North Atlantic army is a field army ready 
to fight. Yet Tuesday's Stars and Stripes, a paper which began 
in fun in 1917 and became a tedious trade journal of the army, cas- 
ually reported the arrival of 552 more service wives and children 
on the liner Washington. 


This ship has brought over 3.211 dependents, 


most of them to Germany, since Nov. 20 and the 
traffic is known as "The Diaper Run." The Wash- 
ington is augmented by an unsys^matic and risky 
airplane service which gets around Ike's hesitant 
efforts to bar further additions to the load of camp- 
followers who will have the first call on the trucks, 
trains and planes for an exodus, probably to France 
if and when Russia strikes without warning. 


The government has chartered the Washington 


for seven trips to "eliminate the backlog of depend- 
ents awaiting transportation to the European com- 
mand." 
She has made four already—so the com- 


manding generals tell you they are fixing for a fight and the Tru- 
man machine, which is drumming up this army to redeem the crimes 
of the Roosevelt and Truman administrations, continues to dump 
American women and children into a potential battle area where most 
of them may become refugees in winter weather at any minute. This 
ustifics a suspicion that the state department and the department 
of defense are dealing from the middle of the deck in trying to build 
up a war pscychology among the people. Up to now, in New York, 
the most aupparent result of this is a case of mass jitters. 


In England, some of the stout veterans, including women who 


vent through the battle of London, frankly question the courage of 
he New York population under bombardment. They laugh at vague 
reports of practice warnings and civil defense plans. They are en- 
itled to pride in their record, but they have nothing on the Ger- 
mans and Russians who took punishment at least as bad and in 
ome cases even worse without stampeding. 


General Al Grucnther. Ike's chief of staff, is getting a mech-' 


anized build-up. He is the Bob Taft of the military side of the po- 
litico-military jumble. He has a fine record and is held up as a 
model of all th» virtues, but the public does not know him and even 
f the public did, it would know a modest, untalkative, competent 
jrofessional soldier. 
Eisenhower's best friends would hardly deny 


hat he is a showman. 
In fact, his political managers insist that 


hat is the principal reason they prefer him to Taft. 


In my only exposure to Ike's charm, I carefully noted his de- 


neanor and agreed with them that if he'had been a pitchman selling 
lotato.peelers he would have been the champion. I am not belittling 
•eneral Eisenhower. He doesn't turn on the charm. It runs all the 
ime. And his management of the English language, as he puts his 
ase for love and cooperation among the peoples of the Christian 
vorld against Atheist Russia, is superb although a little inferior 
o General MacArthur's and MacArthur certainly is a better thinker 
han Ike as we must see in a comparison of their respective conduct 
oward their beaten enemies. Ike is still trying to live down hla 
ervility toward Roosevelt through which he ran up a record of re- 
ponsibility for the present situation. 
MacArthur would have told 


Roosevelt to go to hell. 


Nowadays we are trying to woo the Moslems so you hear little 


emphasis on 'the phase of our trouble with Russia, which makes it 
a Holy war. 
We don't call ourselves the Christian world. We are 


even afraid to speak of ourselves as white people for ttear that 
the Japs and Chinese will say we are smug. 


Well, here we have Truman's administration cluttering up the 


field of battle with wives and kiddies which is a cold-blooded invita- 
tion to a slaughter of the innocents and a terrible military disaster 
if he and Ike are on the level about their fears of the Russians. And 
here, at the same time, we find Ike afraid to stop this and order all 
camp-followers home. I heard he is afraid of causing panic but he 
might be thinking of votes. 


France has become nothing but a professional nuisance with her 


crazy politics and her veto on every proposition that would induce 
the Germans to organize the best army in the world outside Russia, 
right smack up against Russia's iron curtain. 
Naturally, the Ger- 


mans have little respect for France considering how France folded 
up in 1941, and who can blame'the Germans for refusing to let 
the French use their young men as cannon fodder the way she used 
the Foreign Legion and the Moroccans in the first war? 


At this point, Taft reminds us that Truman and Roosevelt cre- 


ated this mess. 
And Herbert Hoover repeats his demand that we 


haul our army home and quit the empire business. And for victory 
over Truman or whomsoever in November, Ike unblushingly con- 
sorts with Arthur Garfield Hays, members of the Morgenthau cult 
who wanted to give Germany whole to Russia and Chinaboy Luce who 
paid Margaret Bourke-White, with a record of association as red as a 
sore throat, to take 1,500 snapshots of our secret bomber, the 47. 
And Democratic papers of the deep South, which have no right «ven 
to offer any suggestions to the Republican party, demand that the 
Republicans nominate Eisenhower because the Southern Democrats 
want to vote for him.

Sulfa and Penicillin 
Are Conquering Trachoma 


One of the tragic causes of blind- 


ness has been almost conquered. 
This is an eye disease known 
as trachoma. 


Trachoma was formerly respon- 


sible for a great deal of blindness 
among American Indians and was 
all too common among the resi- 
dents of the mountains of Tennes 
see and Kentucky, Iowa and South 
Dakota. 


It is still the chief cause of 


blindness in some, parts of Egypt 
and Palestine; until recently, 90 
)er cent of the people in certain 
of these regions were victims of 
this disease. 


At first tracoma looks like any 


other acute inflammation of the 
outer part of the eye. The eye ap- 
pears 
inflamed 
and 
thickened, 


little blister-like bodies appear 


around the edges within a few 
days. 


In three or four weeks the thick- 


ining and other signs becomes typ- 
cal of trachoma and are easy to 
iistinguish from other nfl*«mma- 
ions of the eye. 


The cause of this condition is a 


/irus which unlike ordinary germs 
s too small to se under the mi- 
roscope. Among the other symp- 
oms, pain and sensitiveness to 
ight may be severe. 


In the late stages of this dan- 


;erous disease, the «y«Ild tends to 
rop down and the. lids may be- 
omc deformed. 
The disease produces scarring of 


ome of the tender tissues of the 
ye and this is what cause* the 
nability to see.

A correct and early diagnosis is 


he most important problem in th«

of 
trachoma. 
Many 


treatments which are useful in 
other eye diseases, however, are 
not satisfactory for trachoma. 


Some years ago the treatment 


consisted in painful and lengthy 
scraping off of the diseased tis- 
sues. 


Even today, however, if the 


condition has lasted for a long 
time operations may be necessary. 


The improved outlook for the 


sufferer 
from 
trachoma 
comes 


from the use of the sulfa drugs or 
penicillin. This is one of the few 
virus diseases which respond to 
these preparations. 


Either of them, whether used 


locally, by injection, or by mouth, 
are highly effective in the early 
stages of the disease. 


It is for these reasons that early 


diagnosis and prompt treatment 
are necessary so that blindness 
can be avoided and painful and 
difficult operations 
on the eye 


made unnecessary. 


By the use of these preparations, 


and by recognizing trachoma as an 
infectious disease spread from per- 
son to person, it is becoming a 
con»Untly less dangerous cause of 
blindness.

II but occupation officials have 
never been satisfied he was dead.

If a man work- 
ed hard at it he couldn't get a big- 
ger list of enemies than I." 


When Ickes resigned from Presi- 


dent Truman's cabinet he said he 
could no longer stay and "retain 
my self respect." Crux of the dis- 
pute was the president's nomina- 
tion of Edwin W. Pauley, an oil

navy. Vigorously opposed by Ickes, 
the nomination was later dropped 
at Pauley's request.

Flown to Scone 


First witness to appear before 


the special committee will be Col 
John H. Van Vlict, an American 
army officer who was flown from 
a German prison camp by the 
Nazis to see the stacked bodies of 
the dead Poles. 


The Nazis wanted the American 


to authenticate their gruesome dis- 
covery. 


The committee not only wants 


to hear him tell about what he saw 
in Katyn forest, but also about 
the two reports he made to the 
Pentagon and what happened to 
the first one.

521,441 While 
Collar Workers 
On Ariiiy Payroll 


WASHINGTON. (AP)~A re- 


port to the senate said today the 
armed forces have 521,441 white 
collar workers on their payrolls. 


The figures were in a report of 


the joint committee on reduction 
in nonessential federal expendi- 
tures, headed by Senator Byrd (D- 
Va), covering the six months from 
July 1 through last Dec. 31. 


The group said the number of 


civilian industrial workers of the 
armed services rose 17,624 to Dec. 
31 total of 756,668. 


While the armed services' civil- 


ian employee total was rising, the 
report said, the number of work- 
ers hired by other government 
agencies was on the decline. The 
committee reported a net reduc- 
tion of 21,410 workers in the six 
months, to a total of 1,226,680. 


Tins icport said the government ' 


as a whole had 2,504,789 civilian 
workers on Dec. 31, drawing com- 
bined pay totaling 10J/i billion 
dollars a year. The Dec. 31 total 
was 21,098 greater than on July 1, 
the start of this fiscal year.
